There are 
other things that are g o i n g  to c o m e . . .be com i n g  u p  later on 
that's go i n g  to b e  a hard e r  v ote for you, S e n a t o r  Cudaback. 
It's g o i n g  to be a h a r d e r  d e c i s i o n  to make. We got b y  the easy 
ones. T h o s e  w ere e asy decisions. As we go a l o n g  h e r e  today and 
next week, t h ere'll b e  hard e r  decisions. I t h i n k  you h ad a 
decision, an easier d e c i s i o n  just a little bi t  ago, but that's 
over, th at ' s  d one w i t h  so w e ' r e  going to go on. So it's going 
to be inte r e s t i n g  to see h o w . ..how m y  co l l e a g u e s  v o t e  on this 
package. But we're not d one yet. Th a n k  you.

SPEAKER KRISTENSEN: S e nator Brashear.

S E N ATOR BRASHEAR: Mr. Speaker, m e mbers of the body, Senator
Chambers, I liked the poem, th e  song. It wa s  w ell done. Didn't 
n e c e s s a r i l y  agree w i t h  the substance, b u t . . .by th e  way, I am 
serious about m y  amendments. One of the i n t e r e s t i n g  aspects of 
life here in t h e . ..on the floor is that th e  v e r y  p e o p l e  who were 
out th e r e  lobbying the last b ill on the same side I was will be 
lobbying against me on this one.

A n d  I want to 
say he re  and no w  there are a lot of p e o p l e  h e r e  t h a t  are more 
kno w l e d g e a b l e  on this subject t han I am, and I could list them: 
the Speaker, Senator Wickersham, C h a i r m a n  Coordsen, on and on 
and on. I'm not tryi n g  to be a ta x  expert, but I've learned 
something over the years in be i n g  i nv o l v e d  politically. I 
learned so met h i n g  b y  go i n g  out and t a lking to the people, and 
that is, t hey don't u n d e r s t a n d  what yo u  u n d e r s t a n d  about tax 
base and rates and the e c onomy and the relationship.
